New Variety of Wheat Runs 


Is Produced on Dominion Experi 
mental Farm at Lethbridge and 
Mbighs 67 Pounds to Bushel— 
69-Bushel Yield is Reported From 
a Bassano Farm. 

When a man makes a_ statement 
that wheat runs 76 bushels. to the 
aore in some parts of this province, 
he wants to look around him for 
fear there might be a policeman 
handy who would grab him on a 
charge of mental deficiency; but that 
wheat has actually yielded that in a 
small field on the Dominion govern- 
ment experimental station at Leth- 
bridge, is the information brought to 
Calgary on Thursday morning by a 
land salesman of the Canadian Paci- 
fic railway, just returned from 
southern Alberta. 

The wheat is of a new variety, 
known as Kharkov. It weighs 67 
pounds to the méeusured bushel, 
whereas the atandard requirement is 
60 pounds. 

The Canadian Pacific have also re- 
ceived a verifreation of the previously 
announced report that 69 bushels per 
acre had been reached at Bassano on 
one small tract. The wheat at Bas- 
sano was raised on tke farm of Rob- 
ert Comer. It went 69 bushels to 
the acre, threshing measurement. By 
weight it went over 70 bushels to the 
aone. .

German Colony is 
_ Uelleved surrounded 


Havre, September 24.—The Belgian 
minister of colonies has received the 
following cable message from the 
viee-governcr general of Katanga. 
Belgian Congo : . 

“Belgian troops operating with the 
British in Rhodesia wer first engag- 
ed on June #8 at Saisi ton the 
northern border), 21 miles cast of 
Abercorn. The Germans renewed 
their attagks against Saist July 26 
and the fighting continued until Aug 
ust 3, when the enemy was repulsed 
with considerable loss. Sixty. persons 
were among the killed. The colonial 
troops fought with bravery. Tho 
Germans were 2,000 strong, with 18 
field guns and a number of machirte 
guns.” 

Rhodesia borders German East 
Africa on the southwest. The situ- 
ation of the German military force 
in this African colony, which was 
surrounded by British, Belgian and 
Portuguese possessions on three sid- 
es, is somewhat in doubt. There was 
fighting in June for possession of 
Lake Victoria Nyanza, on the nor- 
thern boundary, with troops: from 
British East Africa, but the surren- 
der of the German troops has not 
been reported and there have ‘deen 
few details of the operations in this 
district.
